BLOWN AWAY IN 
BIG HAIL STORM 


Rimbey, June 15.—One of the most 
severe storms in its history, etruck 
the town of Rimbey Tuesday night, 
when the grand stand at. the fair 
grounds was blown a: distance of a 
hundred feet, ‘and completely wrecked. 

All buildings in the path of the 
storm. suffered severely. A. garage 
was wrecked but the auto inside it 
{escaped uninjured. Part of a machine 
shed seventy-two feet' in length was 
blown a ‘distance of 120 feet. 

Hail stones, some of them as large 
as hen’s eggs broke in hundreds of 
windows, one farmer alone reporting 
sixty panes smashed in this manner. 
Trees in the open were torn up bodily 
by their roots, and hurled in all di- 
rections by the violence of the wind. 

Fall rye, which was coming along 
in splendid shape, suffered severely, 
much of ‘it being badly beaten down. 
Several farmers also report young 
stock killed by falling trees and de- 
bris. ‘ ~ 

Fortunately, no loss of human life 
resulted. Two children of A, Hoppins 
driving in a buggy, were thrown out 
when the storm burst with full vio- 
lence, frightening the team, and ren- 
dering them unmanageable. The chil- 


. dren were injured about the head. The 


team bolted but were later recovered 
unhurt.

THIRD SEMI-MONTHLY — 
GOVT. CROP REPORT 


Department of Agriculture. Edimon- 

ton, Friday, June 15, 1923—Generally 
speaking, the crop situation in AIl- 
berta at present date, is more encour- 
aging .than in any year since 1916. 
Practically without exception, all dis- 
tricts report splendid rainfalls within 
the past two weeks, and there has _ 
been a generous supply of moisture 
over the entire province. Precipita- 
tion has ranged from one and a halt 
to two and a half inches since June 
1st, in the various” districts, with 
nearly five inches recorded at Cal- 
gary. The rains have been accompan- 
ied by excellent growing weather. | 
All grains, as a result, are showing 
a healthy, vigorous growth. The wheat 
has reached a height of from six to 
ten inches, and in some cases twelve 
and fourtten inches, and is in the shot 
blade in one or two districts, Oats’ 
and barley are above ground and in 
good condition. Rye is heading out, 
but will be a light crop, Alfelfa is 
about ready for the first harvesting in 
the southern districts, and has a very 
healthy appearance. 
The heavy rains commenced — be- 
tween two anf three weeks ago, first | 
in the south western district, and 
later in other sections of the province. | 
Districts which a week ago had not 
then participated in the general preci- 
pitation, now report splendid rainfall, | 
and the grain growing vigorously. 

As a direct result of the encourag- 
ing rain, Jarger areas have been SOWN | 
to grain, and the total area in a 
in the province will now exceed (hat 
of last year by approximately — ten 
per cent. 

Summerfallowing is now in pro- 
gress, although the area will not be 
great, Prairie grass is more luxur- 
iant than for some years, and live- | 
stock is in excellent condition, 

The serious infestation of grass hop- 
pers this year is confined to the areas 
in the oasturn half of the provinga | 
from the ‘ntecnational border to as 
far north as Coronation. There is;

manner so that no farmer would he 
disappointed in coming to town for 
business purposes on Wednesday af- 
ternoon., I hope and have good rea- 
son to believe that the merchants of 
this city will be equal to: the occasion 
and they will show that Wetaskiwin 
is bigger than a one-store town and 
that the farmers will show their ap- 
preciation of the motives that prompt- 
ed the half holiday and that all the 
customers of all tho stores in Wetas- 
kiwin may find ample time to do their 
shopping through the week without 
violating Wednesday afternoon, |

CHURCH 
UNION 


The great annual gatherings of the 
uniting churches have been. taking 
place. The most momentous question 
before them this year, or indeed any 
other year—-indeed, the most moment- 
ous question before any church in any 
country. for a very long time--was 


the acceptance of the act of parl{a- 


ment which carries out the  agree- 
ment of these churches to unite and 
become one church outwardly. One 
church they all along have been in 
spirit, in so far as they were Chris- 
tian, had they only known it. The 
Congregational churches have been 
the first to complete their adhesion, 
though for several zeasons they might 
have been expectad to he the last. 
For one thing chey shave no central 
body with power. to act for them ex- 
cept with a special mandate from 
each. For another thing the churches 
had more to give’ up than either of 
the other bodies.. Those others have 
both been under presbyterian govern- 
ment, whereas the principles of con- 
srogationalism, the independence of 
the individual church, had to be sur- 
rendered. It so happens that with few 
exceptions the various Congregational 
churches had -already taken final 
action, so that the course of the Con- 
gregational Union, fhich met last 
week at Ottawa, was plain, and the re- 


-|solution accepting the act passed by 


an overwhelming vote., Union has 
long ceased to be a question with the 
Methodists; their hand has been held 
out for years. The great struggle 
has been in the Presbyterian chureh. 
with its proud and holy traditions 
There are some who think, . were 
these taken from them, or obscured 
by a union with others who could not 
claim them, the very ark of the coy- 
enant would be ‘gone. In our opinion 
this is the proudest act that church 
hag ever done, It is not only largely 
uniting Christendom in Canada, but 
is leading in a moyoment that will 
spread over the Protestant world ani 
will put Canada on the “top of the 
nations” as giving the lead in’ the 
new era. 


CANNED RASPBERRIES 


Wash the berries. carefully so that 
they will not be bruised; this can best 
be done by putting them in a eolander 
and pouring water ver them. Pack 
into clean jars, using only the sound 
berries, ‘The poorer berries may be 
made into jeice by crushing and strain- 
ing. If this berry juice is made, into 
a syrup instead of using water. your 
fruit will have oa better color and 
flavor. Use 1% cups of sugar to each 
quart of berry juice or water, Pour 
the cooled syrun ovar the berries’ un- 
til the jar is qnite full; adjust the 
rubber and fasten the lid closely. 
Place the jars in « containee and af- 
ter the water hegins to boil, process 
or cook them six minutes for pints or 
twelve minutes for quarts. A wash: 
boiler makes a jo0d container for the 
jars. It should have a wooden or a 
wire rack in th: bottom to raise the 
jars so that the water may circulate 
all around them. The jars -shouid 
be submerged jn the water to within 
two inches of tha tops.

The small yards close to the piggery 
isble to become infested with 
nau, and this is. certain to cause 
svious losses ‘n the young — pigs, 
while ground that is used for pasture 
is comparatively free from these par- 
asites, particularly if worked up and 
seeded freshly at least every two 
years, t 


ee 


It is particularly important to have 
this fresh, lush pasture availabl> as 
early as possible in’ the spring, so the 
sows and their litters may be turned 
out for exercise and feed as soon as 
the young pigs are old enough. Fall 
rye is the first pasture available, and 
has a distinct advantage for early 
spring use over all other pastures on 
this account, 

Alfalfa’ provides the most desirable 
permanent pasture, and also produces 
good succulent growth for a longer 
time than perhaps any other. Some 
of the annual pastures furnish more 
feed for a short time, but none of 
them have the length of season that 
alfalfa has, though rape will provide 
more feed. during the late fall than 
alfalfa. ‘Care must be taken to ring 
the pigs before turning them onto 
alfalfa or any permanent pasture; 
otherwise they will root it up and 
destroy the stand. 

Sweet clover has so far not been 
used as a hog pasture at Indian Head 
in direct comparison, i.e., where the 
hogs had no access to other pastures. 
One season a plot of it was grown 
along with a plot of alfalfa, and the 
pigs would not at the sweet clover 
as long as alfalfa was available. 

The grasses are better than bare 
ground, yut do not compare with alf- 
alfa either in carrying capacity or 
palatability. 

In a test made in 1922 of oats, bar- 
ley rye and mixtures of these, compar: 
ed with rape, the. barley produced the 
greatest gains but the time during 
which pasture was available on it 
was comparatively short and growth 
was so rapid that the hogs wasted 
a good deal of it by trampinz. Rape 
was next in order of profit produced, 
and excelled all the grains in the 
length of time pasture was available; 
so that it may be taken ag being the 
most suitable pasture of any in the 
comparison. Oats and barley, mixed 
together, was the next in order of 
profit; and the oats alone followed 
closely, All these pastures were pal 
atable and gave good returns. The 
addition of rye to either the barley 
or oats increased the length of time 
pasture was available, but seemed to 
decrease palatability. and, as a result 
the profit per acre derived from their 
use, 

A large number of other crops 
make fair hog pastures, but the seed 
of those used is readily afailable any- 
where and they are sufficiently valu- 
able to make them profitable for use 
wherever’ hogs are raised,
